Thank you for your letter of March 27, and for the accompanying 
copies of Warren Commission records. 

In accordance with the Freedom of Information Act (5 U.S.C. 552), 

I am hereby requesting access to a document entitled "Report of Inspection 
by Naval Medical Staff on November 1, 1966 at National Archives of X-Rays 
and Photographs of Autopsy of President John F. Kennedy." 

I have been informed by another researcher that this report exists and 
is presently withheld. Therefore , I am looking forward to a prompt reply 
to this letter. 

The relevant Archives regulations provide that, unless the request is 
granted, the denial shall be made by tho Deputy Archivist and that the denial 
reply "will (1) briefly describe the record requested, (2) state the legal 
basis for nondisclosure ..., and (3) except in cases whez-e the public interest 
so requires, specify the compelling, reasons justifying the denial." (41 
C.F.R. 105-61.102-2 and 105-60.403) 

In connection with (1), I would like to know the length of this report.
